2d, Freedom from nu.tiau8 insects luul 
reptiles, devastatiiiy floods, tornadoes, 
thundorBtoriiis, eartliiiuakea and inuiula- 
tiona, such tis have made havoc in many 
other places of late. 

I!d. Scenery, f<ir lieaiity and variety 
nowhere surpa.ssed. 

4-th. Fur sport, tlio landlocked ivators 
of the Ktilf, and still more protected inlets 
and hiirborn, laltoa and streams; all teuin- 
iiii( with fish, mid available for boatitii,' in 
summer and akatiii^' in winter. 

For the gun ive have i|iiail, gniu.sc, and 
wild fowl, deer aiitl bear. Then art li.ia 
givan us roiuls said to be without rival on 
the Pacific coast. And for uso thoroon, 
private enterprise ha« provided carriaoeu 
of every variety, all excellont of tliiiir 
kinu, and their eiuinterpiirt.-i for water 
tri."el| all equally good, from the little 
dingey to the palatial three decker. 
Then there is the social advantage uf thu 
presence of the Hoot in our waters. And 
withal as perfect security for life and 
priwerty aa in London itaelf. 

Per Contra it must ba allowed, that our 
streets are not au lultractive to iiuae or eye, 
aa ia deuirablo. But iiii.si^htly and tum- 
ble down buildingH will (gradually give 
place to haiidsoiiio .stores anil pretty C 't- 
tax^'S- And it in beyond belief that Vic- 
toriunawill, for Imio, allow the motropoli.s 
of the province tu remain a veritable 
stinkpot among citie.s, when a little money 
Bjjeiit ill more effectually t^leaiiHiiii; alreels 
and ^'altera, and iii teiii|iorary pipe sew 
era, would obviate much of thrs Hei-i.iu.s 
nuisance. This, and a more .strict en- 
forcement of the bylaw against obatruc- 
tions to eidewallvs, would add very cmi- 
siderably to the altraolivenesa of the 
peace, and, conaequviitly, to the number 
of visitors, the length of their stay, and .so 
to the profits of our storekeepers and 
others. 

To sum up it may be said that, despite 
the reinediablo drawbacks mentioned, wo 
have the osBentiala for making this the 
most desirable place of residence or resort, 
fur pleasure seeker or invalid, in the 
world. And this aeem.-j to puint to the 
wisdom of addiii|4 to, or increasing the at 
tractions of the city and suburbs in every 
poBsibla way. 

Among things wantintr, may be men- 
tioned a public free libary, a theatre, a 
good subii-bati re.'-idential hotel, swim- 
mini{ hath, the laat one for wliich the 
locality is iirseiiu iierUly suited, a sanitar- 
ium, hydropathic or niherwise, to which 
would coiiiB the sick and ailing from the 
ague breeding valleys of Oregon, the tor 
rid plains of Califurtiia, with many from 
the tropical ahorea and i.slanda of the I'a- 
citic, 

Excepting the first meiitioned all thcao 
could be mad§^ financially successful, eith- 
er by private enterprise, or, as joint 
atock companies. There is over a nnlliun 
dollars in the aavings bank bearinu: -> per 
cent, interest, with a very large aggru- 
j;ate amount in other banks, altogether 
uiiproducLivo. A small portion of thi.s 
idle wealth might be turned to good ae- 
count in one or more of the directions 
namnd. 

Ill addition to thnso already raenti jned, 
there ia anottier way in which advantage 
miKht be taken of our fine climate, and 
position; that ia by tlio foundation of an 
«dlii»tional eslabliBhmeiil , possibly on a 
similar plan to that admirable one which, 
under Fettenb^rg and I'eatalo/.zi attracted 
the youth of all grades and creeds, from 
•very quarter of the globe to tlofwyl in 
■ Switzerland. 

I am led to trouble you with this long 
lutter, partly by a desire to see the most 
made of the natural advantages of this 
place, and partly from seeing the ell'orts 
made, or contemplated, to promote enter- 
prises foe which Yictoria has no special 
advantages. X

THE DEMOCRATIC rLATFORM

How they i)ro- 
poae to protect the uuiuufacturer uiul skilled 
laborer and al the same tiuii' reduce duties 
to a uu're tithe is not explained; nor do wc- 
believe that the sehi-uu' is feasilihv The 
doouuu'Ut arraigns tlu' repuliliciin p.urty foi 
gross corru])ticiii and perlidy. foi iillmvino 
the n.ivy to sinU mtcp dc c :i\ , of impover- 
ishing the people, of d. |il.-linL; ajjru'uli ure ; 
of continuing the war tax after the neces- 
sity which created il has passed awuy. In 
conclusion the ih^nmcrals say: 

We fiivor an Ani'Mlcnu contineiitul piilicy. 
based on more intiunUe ccmmiercial and 
political relations with the lifteeu sister re- 
publics of North, Central mid South 
America, but entaihug allinure with none. 

Without less asserting Iht* equality of all 
men before tin' law, we hold tluU il is thi- 
duty of the goviM-iinient iii its dealings with 
the people to mete oiil c-i|Uul and exact 
justice to all citizens, of wliatevcM- nativity, 
race, color or [lersuasion, religious or 
Iiolitieal. 

The selection of federal otlicers for the 
territories should \ir restrictc-d lo I'iii/.eiis 
previously residents thereof. 

We oppose sumptuary laws which vex the 
citizens audiuterfere with individual liberty. 

We favor honest reform in the compeusa- 
tion of all United Status uflicM's by fixed 
salaries, the separatiouof eliureb and state, 
and the dilfusion of free educiitiou by coui- 
mou schools, xo that every child in the 
land may be taught the rights and ilnties of 
citizenship. 

While we favor all legislation which 
will tend to the e(|uital)lo distributicin cif 
property, to the prevention of imiiioptily 
and to the strict enforcement of individual 
rights oguinal corporate abuses, we hold 
that the welfare of society depends on a 
scrupulous regard for the right.s of prop- 
erty as defined by law. \\'e believe ihat 
labor is best rewarded w here it is treest 
and most enlightened, Il should be fos- 
tered and cherished, W'e favor the re 
peal of all laws restraining tlie free action 
of labor, and the eiiactinunt of laws by 
which labor organizations may be in- 
creased, and all aucli iegislatlcjii as will 
tend to enlighton the [leoijle as to the 
true relations of capital and labor. 

We believe that the {lublic lands ought, 
as far as possible, to be kept us home 
steads for actual settlers; that, all unearned 
lands heretofore improvidcntlp granted to 
railroad corporations by the action of the 
republican party should be restored to the 
public domain; and that no iiiore jfrants 
should be made to corpoiatiiuia or be 
allowed to fall into the ownership of 
aliens. 

We are opposed to all propositicuis 
which upon any pretext wcmld convert 
the general government into a in.ichirie 
for the collection of taxes to bedistributud 
among the states or citiiseiis thereof. 

In conclusion we reafliriu, as In the 
platform of 185(1, "thu liberal principles

JtAISJMl A WRECK. 

An ex|)erienco in raising the cargo of 
a sunken vessel ha.s receiilly liecMi tried on 
Luke Michigan with Ihe greatcHi sueci 
The matter is of particular interest to us 
just at present in view of tlie discourajje- 
inents that have been met with in the at- 
tempt to raise Ihe t'matilla. 'I he old 
process by whi. h sunken vessels and their 
cargoes have been brought lo the surface 
must now be .ib.uidoiied, .■i.f inodt^rn 
science has found a means lor ac^coinplish • 
ing the work much easier, witligieiler 
dispatch and at less expem-e. Neither is 
'it nbceflsary that a ve.ssel slioiild be aban- 
doned because of the impos-cibilily of re 
moving a cargo of ccjal ccr ore, fco' this 
experiment has proved that mi entire car 
go can be pumped out. The selioonor 
Wells Burt, whiidi wtis the juhject of the 
experiment, was sunk in a heavy galo in 
, May of last year. Not one of her crow of 
ten men escaped, Capt. Fountain and 
his son being numlieicd among tlie lost. 
.The Chicago Tribii no of .Inly 'Jiid thus 
describes the process by wiiiuh the cargo 
of coal has been saved "The scliodiier 
A. Mosher was moored over thu wretk. 
Pipes were attached to the pump and run 
down to the bottom of the lake, connect- 
ing with a flexible hose that runs into the 
Wells Burt. The pump i;i n^lly a very 
siinplu device con.sidering the wcuiderful 
work it performs. It consists of a bronze 
metal wheel similar to the urdinary pro- 
peller wheel, only that instead uf fmir 
fans there are but three. This wheol is 
encased in a cast-iron box, and, when at 
work, makes friun ;iOO to -100 revolution.s 
a minute. A powerful engine propels the 
wheel. Owing to the ine.xpei ienco of the 
engineer considerable dilliculty was en- 
.oouutered in getting the pump started, 
but this was soon overcome. In the or- 
dinary centrifugal pump a foot valve is 
attached so that tiiu pump can be easily 
primed, but in pumping coal the foot 
valve cannot be used, as the coal would 
force the' valve upward and allow the 
water to run out. This dilliculty 
was (jverconio by atlaclhing an air «y- 
Jihua to the pump, and by 3Lickiii(;| 



the air out the water -xaa readily lifted. 
After the puipp was all ready for work a 
diverjplaced a suction hose among the 
coal and the pump commenced to revolve. 
A minute later a stream of coal and water 
came surging up the pipes. A large coal 
sieve was placed at an angle of 4i» degrees 
at the edge of the hatch, the water and 
sediment passing through the sieve and 
over the side of the ftlosher, while the c(>al 
thoroughly cleansed was dumped into the 
held. The coal passes through fifty-three 
feet of pipes, is pumped up at an average 
rate of forty "tons an hour," and"i8 trans- 
pnrted from the bottom of the lake to the 
hold of the Mosher entirely by machinery. 
The iMosher has already brought in one 
cargo and is expected to return with an- 
other to-day. Monday the wreckers 
pumned up 200 tons. Yesterday a chunk 
of coal tiftoeniiicheslong and seven inches 
thick came up the pipes besides other 
pieces from six to eight inches scjuaro. 
Several days ago a car coupling, made of 

0110 and one-eighth inch iron, twelve 
inches lone; and four inches wide, was 
pumped up. Another proof of the success 
of the pump came up in the shape uf a 
piece of board eighteen inches lung and 
three inche& wide. So far about 850 tons 
have been locoverod, and it is supposed 
that there are about 500 tons remaining. 
The diver thinks fully 200 tons of the 
original cargo have been washed away. .As 
soon iis the cargo ia all out a thorough ex- 
iuniuatiou will be made of the vessel, and 
unless she ia mure seriously damaged than 
is supposed she will be raised. * * * 
The manner of raising the vessel has not 
been fully decided upon, but she will 
probably bo patched up until she is water- 
tight, her hatches tightly batteneil, and 
the water pumped out of fier as she lies. 
An air pipe leading into the hold will till 
the vacuum with air as fast as the water 
is pumped out, and she will then rise to 
the surf.ice. The only objection to this 

j process is the dilliculty in making the 
vessel water-tight. The old method of 
raising a sunken vessal is to place air- 
tight casks in the hold and along the side 
and buoy her up. This ia a sure way, 
but it ia slow and expensive. This di; 
script ion of a aiinplo method for raising 
vessels that have beun sunk with curgia's 
of coal on board should be tiled away for 
fill lire referunco. Had some such device 
been .idopted in the case of the Thrasher 
and a score of other coal vessels wrecked 
in these waters all might have been lloat 
od with comparatively small cost. 

'■'HE TANAillA ( AVAL. 

<il(ioiiiy Prus|tvct.s of tlu' C'oiii- 

Paris, .Inly 2. — A di.siiatcli frcmi Pana- 
ma says: Heavy raiiin have aecKcuoly in 
jured the canal earthworks on th<f Colcpii 
side. Hundreds of canal labourers in 
Colon are out of employment, and three 
hundred more will be discharged in t\ few 
days, there being no work since the rains 
set in. DeCessepa' announcoinent that 
the canal would be opened in 1888, and 
that ho will be hero to pass from ocean to 
ocean on a steamer is highly amusing in 
view uf the fact that thirty-nine million 
dollars have been expended on tickling 
the surface and not one-thirtes<iith of the 
cutting done. 

l»Oi:UrKUU I'HOSPKC'TS OK TIIK. WOUK. 

Washinuton, July 2. — Lieut. Brown, 
of the navy, has made a report to the 
secretary of the navy on the condition and 
progress of work 'on the Panama canal, 
under date of Callo. Juno 2d. He con- 
aiders the completion of the canal accord- 
ing to present plans very doubtful. 
It will certainly require much 
more time and money than was 
originally estimated. Ho thinks a 
canal with locks v,'ould be more feasible, 
but that its net profits vvculd be much 
less. Unless the French government be- 
comes interested in the canal he says the 
failure of the present corporation need not 
excite surprise. The total excavation 
necessary is estimated at seventy tivo mil- 
liiui cubic inches. Lieut. Brown thinks 
not more than four millions have been 
excavated. The most .serious obstacle to 
the completion of the canal is the Chagres 
river, which becomes an uncontrollable 
torrent in the wet season. Floods like 
that of 1870 might destroy the canal be- 
tween Colon and Emperador. Much ma-, 
terial has been bought that ia worthless. 
Lieut. Brown was informed that material 
costing fifteen million dollars had been 
allowed to sink into the soft marsh, and 
was tiiially covered up. It is said some of 
ahe material has been condemned and sold 
to vessels for ballast.

San Francisco, July 10. — Bearing on the 
dispatch from Paris last night that war be- 
tween France and China was believed to be 
inevitable, the Call this morning publishes 
a long articdc- on infcu'mation previously r"- 
ceivc-d ficiiii high ri-liaiile sources eonlinn- 
ing tfie slatemc-iit. It also ]niblislies a let- 
ter trom 'I'so 'Psiing, military grand sc;erc tai v. 
datc-d'l'ic.ntsin, May ■JSth, \m\. ton wealtl'iy 
and intlueiitial Cliiuaman of this city, an- 
nouncing a ch'terunnaticin to combat the 
l''ren('h, and ordering that a tax be lc>vic-d 
on all Chinese here, and at Denver, New 
York ami elsewhere in the Uuitod KV^tus, 
for the pur])OBe of jiroviding fiinilH for the 
imperial treasury. For this object half a 
million dollars raised in this way were sent 
to China -July 1st, on th<( steamer Tokio, 
and a like amcdint will be forwarded by the 
next steamer. .Another li'tter was ntceived 
by 'I'ong King Sun, president of the China 
Aiercdiants Steam Navigiition Co. Uc-fer- 
riiig lo pri^vious ones, it .says a treaty was 
made in Dec'ember, 188.'t, butwiieu (iermany 
and ( .'hina, whereby the former will support 
Ihi^ latter in a war with France; in return 
(iermany to exercise suy.eraiuty over the 
Island of FiuinoRa, and to construct naval 
and militury stations nt diflforeut points for 
the Chinese government. China will re- 
fuse payment of the two huudred and lifty 
millions indemnity to France. A private 
cIcHpalch yc-sterday announcers that a rebel- 
lion against llic> Tartar dynasty lias broken 
out at' Sho Shing l''oo, ai'id that the rebels 
are in possi-ssion of the c-ity.

'We clip tho following account o( the In- 
dian thirst dance from a late issue of the 
Edmonton, N. W. T. Bulhliii; 

C-po-to-quau, or tho Pouiid'a eldest 
daughter, was very sick last wiuler with 
lung complaint, and at one time was not ex- 
pected to recover. Her father, iu order 
that her life might be spared, vowed to 
make a dance iu honor of the Thunder 
God or bird. This dauce commenced 
Thursday evening of last week, and was 
kept up till Saturday at suuHot, I'ouud 
was director, his daughter took uo active 
part iu tho ceremonies, not lieiu^; strong 
enough yet. There were between sixly iiiul 
seventy families present, some eoiiiiiij; from 
Egg Lake, Victoria, Bear lliU and other 
points, also a number of the rodoubtuble 
Big Bear's meu, in all about I'l tents. The 
dancers numbered twenty women and eight 
man, there were six drummers. Dancing 
was kept up Thur»diiy and Friday uight and 
day, unceasingly, without anything of note 
occurring. On Saturday 'fouguemaster 
WOB hung up to the centre polo as also was 
Ta-koota of I'a-pas-ta-yo's band and .succeed- 
ed in breaking loose. Tonoueiimster alsi> 
had two guns tied to bis iirnis by cords 
through tho skin and oioased on hia back, 
with which ho danced till he shook theui 
loose. About six o'clock Saturday even- 
ing speeches were delivered by Waps-tu- 
()uan, or whitehead, Ma-iiie-na-wa-ta, 
Pa-pas-to-yo, Pound, Shining Elbow and 
others. The fir.st-mentioned aaid they 
were poor now, but tho good spirit still 
remembered thoiii, and tliesu dances were 
a good thing to bring thein ninro directly 
under hia notice. Siiining Elbnw wished 
the Indian agent to show his afl'ection for 
them by giving them amnethuig tu eat. 
Ma-me-na-wa-ta wished the white men to 
give money or provisions, so tlmt tho old 
and poor might have a feast .dter the 
danco was over. Pa -paa ta-yo said the 
agont gave hia band provmiun.i to work on 
laat week, and hu did not wish liuii to 
think they were using them up dancing. 
They were working, and his band had 
nothing to do with the dance. He simply 
allowed it to bo held on hia riiservo. He 
was doing all ho could to pruserve mder, 
and dill not allow them to waste am- 
munition. He desired to inform the 
agont that ho will not bo troubled by a 
party seeking help as was the case last 
year. He sent his complitiients to the 
agent, and felt proud that he had succeed 
ed so far in mamtaiiiing order. I'umid 
delivered tho valedictory addres.i, sayini^ 
that hia danco would soon cloae, thanking 
all present for their atleiidance and at- 
tention, and requested them to attend tho 
danco to be given by his friend, Shining 
Elbow, in the same tent on the next day, 
(Sunday). 

After the speeches were concluded Pa- 
paslia, of Bi^ Boar's baud, ai tended by 
twelve warriors, clad for the moat part in 
nature's ves tmenta,f aulas tica 11 y ornament- 
ed with paint and feathers, marclied to the 
tent to the music of drums, sleigh bolls i 
and firo anna. lhayf.,imju A uiicle ^irou iid ; 
tho pole and began a war dance, which re- 
sembles the famed Hed rivor jig except 
tho noise. A more perfect repreaontntion 
of [jandeinoiuuiu cannot bo imagined, the 
loader going around shooting off his ride 
and tho rest dropping down one by one at 
each shot, ropreaeutiug the men ho had 
killed iu battle. Each uf the twelve uiios 
ties told of his valiant deeds amidst loud 
cries of approval from the onlookurs. One 
old buck had hia daughter brought out and 
alio danced on hia blanket in hia honor. 
Numeroua prosoiila vfure thrown into tho 
ring, which were distributed by Pound. 
Pa pas told his squuw to bring in a horse 
w Inch ho presentod to the noble lady , Mary 
Ann. He gavo an account of hia brave 
actions, thu princiual being the killing of 
sovon Blackfeet in one battle a few yearn 
ago. Others of the braves made speecliu.s 
of similar import. During the recital of 
those brave deeds, huwlaand moans tniglil 
be heard from the old women, who h.ul 
lost their relatives in batllo and to whom 
these old tales b.-ought sad meniorioa. 
.After the war parly left interest in tho 
dance flagged and at sunset it wound up, 
the performers thoroughly tired but well 
satisfled with themselves. 

The horse is generally given to the 
bravo whoso exploits moot with tlio warm- 
est approval from the crowil, but aome- 
timo# is given to whom the tloctor 
chousea. 

S Shining Elbow's danco was started .Sun- 
day morning. It attracted largo crowds 
from the town and In a financial point of 
view waa an entire success .
